»  _Unbecoming Pastor in 
Church Imbroglio. 


ELDER CONFINED TO BED 
AFTER STREET BRAWL 


Supporter of Preacher Held 
Assailant, in Order for 
His Arrest. 


Charges of conduct unbecoming a 
minister will be preferred against the 
Rev. Alfred E. Barrows, ,pastor of the 
Eastern Presbyterian Church, at the 
next meeting of the Washington Pres- 
bytery, the church governing body, 
June 13. It then will be definitely de- 
cided whether Dr. Barrows will be re- 
moved as pastor of the church. 

The action arose from dissension, 
which has existed among members of 
the congregation more than four 
months and which burst into flame 
Thursday night when a street brawl] 
followed in the wake of a meeting to 
consider requesting the pastor to re- 
sign his charge. 


As a result of the fight, Alfred E. 
Calvert, 441 Eleventh street northeast; 
formerly one of the leading elders of 
the church, was confined to his bed 
yesterday from bruises inflicted by 
sympathizers of Dr. Burrows. Two men 
accused of engaging in the fight with 
Mr. Calvert were to appear in Police 
Court yesterday, but William S. Pool, 
32 years old, of Alexandria, Va., for- 
feited $10 collateral on charges of dis- 
orderly conduct, and John M. Chisholm, 
33 years old, 5509 Ninth street north- 
west, forfeited $45 on charges of 4as- 
sault, destroying property and dis- 
orderly conduct. 


Assault Charge Pressed. 


Calvert, however, insisted that Chis- 
holm be made to stand trial and Judge 
Gus A. Schuldt, on recommendation of 
Assistant District Attorney Ralph 
Bruce, issued a warrant for his arrest, 
charging him with assault. The other 


two charges were dropped. 

The governing body of the Presby- 
terian Church, which will consider the 
charges against Dr. Barrows, is com- 
posed of elders and ministers of more 
than 40 Presbyterian churches in 
Washington and its environs. The Rev. 
H. W. Tolson is moderator and presid- 
ing officer of the body. Dr. Tolson is 
dut, of the city for a brief vacation 
and M not return for a week.

Officers and mem- 
bers of the congregation were swift in 
coming to the aid of Calvert, who was 
accused of being a “church breaker.” 
It. was pointed out that Calvert had 
formed two Sunday schools in this 
city, which resulted in the establish- 
ment of two churches, and that he 
had been an ardent church worker for 
the last 35 years.

New York, May 27 (By A. P.).—Prin- 
cess Sarah Elaine Phillips de Lippe- 
Lipsky was granted a divorce today from 
Prince Nicolas Viadmir de  Lippe- 
Lipsky, a former page in the court of 
Czar Nicholas of-Russia. The decree was 
granted by Supreme Court Justice Peter

Previously 
the princess received $100,000 damages 
in an action for alienation of affections 
which she instituted against her sister. 


Princess de Lippe-Lipsky, formerly 
made her home in this city. She bought 
a house at Scott circle and formed the 
Carry.

Members of the 
club 6ccupied all of her house except a 
few rooms which she reserved for her- 
self and her child.

18TH AMENDMENT HELD 
BEST FOR U. S., HOWEVER 


Klan and. Fascisti Also Hurt 
Mission Performance, 
Assembly Told. 


Prohibition is hampering the work 


of converting immigratits to Protestant- 
ism, according to a report prepared for 
the general assembly of the United 
Presbyteriah Church of North America, 
now in session at the Wallace Memorial 
Church. 

“Prohibition has been a great blessing 
to our country,” says the report. “In 
foreign colonies, however, it has not 
brought real restriction... Prohibition is 
looked on as a Protestant measure and 
used by the enemies of the measure to 
turn natives away from the miission 
(Presbyterian Mission) and against 
Protestantism.” 

The Ku Klux Klan and the Italian 
Fascisti also hurt the missionary work, 
the report gaid. Referring to the klan, 
it says: 

“While the Ku Klux Klan is not 
intentionally opposed to the Protestant 
Mission work, yet by its opposition to 
foreigners and its Protestant tenden- 


cies, it turns immigrants against the’ 


Protestant Mission.” 

The Fascist movement in Italy, says 
the report, is allied with the Catholic 
Church in Italy and is against the 
Protestant Church, especially the Ital- 
lan missions in America. 


Cites Danger of Conversion. 


“To accept Protetsantism,” says the 
report, “an Italian mow faces the dan- 
ger of being called a traitor to his 
country and the additional danger of 
having whatever property he owns con- 
fiscated across the sea by the Fascist 
movement.” 

The Rev. S. Parkes Cadman. presi- 
dent of the Federal Council of Church- 
es, denounced Sinclair Lewis’ novel, 
“Elmer Gantry,” in a speech before 
the assembly, and urged the ministers 
and the elders to try and combat its 
influence. He also praised the World 
Court and prohibition. 

The Rev. S. L. Morris, of Atlanta, ad- 
dressed the assembly in the afternoon 
and expressed the hope that the United 
Presbyterian Church of North America 
and the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States soon would be united. 
The latter branch is made up of the 
Presbyterian churches of the South. 

A union of the two branches was first 
proposed seventeen years ago, but no 
definite action was taken until last 
year when a joint committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the question. This 
committee, it was said yesterday, is not 
yet ready to report. 

There are three big branches of the 
Presbyterian Church in this country, 
the two already named and the Presby- 
terian Church of the United States of 
America. This last is the largest of the 
three, having moré than 1,500,000 com- 
municants. It split with the Southern 
Presbyterians as a result of the Civil 
War. The Southern church has about 
500,000 communicants, while the 
United Church has about 225,000. 

‘The Rev. David G. Wiley, president of 
the Lord’s Day Alliance, told the as- 
sembly yesterday that he looked for- 
ward to the day when all threé 
branches would be united, and he ad- 
ded that it didn’t make much differ- 
ence what name it took. 


SIGNAL CORPS MONEY 
SAVER, SAYS ITS CHIEF 


Maj.Gen. Saltzman Addresses 
Annual Convention of 
- Service Association. 


Tracing development of the Signal 
Corps from its birth during the Philip- 
pine insurrection to the present intricate 
machine, Maj. Gen. C. McK. Saltzmann, 
chief signal officer of the army, in an 
address last night before the first an- 
nual convention of the American Signal 
Corps Association, discussed the corps 
in a new light—that of a money saver 
to the government. 

Gen. Saltzman told the delegates, 
meeting in the Interior Department 
building, that Signal Corps apparatus 
saved the government $138,000 last year 
on official messages alone. Approxi- 
mately $268,000 collected in tolls on the 
Seattle-Alaska cable was. turned back to 
Federal authorities, he said.

DEBATE LOOKED FOR 


Religious Unrest Traced by 
Dr. Swearingen to Hostile 
Educational Forces. 


San Francisco, May 27 (A. P.)— 
American dollars are doing much to- 
ward sowing love and eliminating wars 
in the countries of the Near and Far 
East, Charles V. Vickery, general sec- 
retary of the Near East relief for church, 
told the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States 
today. 

The report of the Near East relief 
was given by Mr. Vickery and William 
Hiram Foulkes, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Vickery told the church commis- 
sioners that the Presbyterian Church 
had saved the lives of more than 1,000,- 
lief. Of this number 35,000 were chil- 
lief. Of this number 35,000 were chcil- 
dren, 32,000 of them under the direct 
care of the church, and half of this 
number sustained by orphanages. 

The speaker declared that unless the 
church weer to continue its aid, these 
children would be destitute of food 
within three months. 

The day’s assembly opened with the 
announcement that Dr. Warren P. 
Landon, president of the San Fran- 
cisco Theological Seminary, was ap- 
pointed vice moderator. 


Rules Are Changed. 


Routine business included making 
certain changes in the established 
church rules. One change would per- 
mit two open hours during the general 
assembly week for discussion of some 
important matter. Advantage of this 
new ruling will be taken Saturday 
morning, when the report of the com- 
mittee on the Princeton Theologica! 
Seminary will reach the assembly floor. 
A lively discussion between the fac- 
tions represented in the affair is ex- 
pected to take all of the two hours 
allowed. : 

Dr. Henry C. Swearingen, of St. Paul, 
chairman of the special commission 
appointed in 1925 to investigate un- 
rest caused by theological differences 
within the church, read the report to 
the assembly today. In summing up 
its investigations, the committee said: 

“The causes making for unrest in the 
moral and intellectual world are con- 
fined to no section of the church and 
to no one nation. The tides of error 
break on every shore, and what we 
think and say in America is said and 
thought in Japan and China and In- 
dia. In some degree the anti-Chris- 
tian movements now appearing in the 
Orient are related to the currents of 
naturalistic thought which flow through 
our own land. 


Education New Problem. 


“We need to lay hold of the strong- 
est of our young men for the gospel 
ministry and for other positions of serv- 
ice in the church. Ultimately, responsi- 
bility rests with the presbyteries. 

“There must be a revival of strong, 
scriptural preaching and instructions 
which grapple with the actual spiritual 
problems and intellectual grounds upon 
which our Christian convictions rest. 

“There must be a sympathetic, in- 
telligent and confident approach by the 
church to the problems of education. 
The education of the present generation 
has passed too much into the control 
of forces which are indifferent or hos- 
tile to the Christian church.”

HAS CASCADES AND POOL 


Plans for transforming a waste of 
gravel and clay on thé southern énd of 
Meridian Hill Park into an artistic

Wilbur Says Navy’s 
Work Aids Lindbergh 


Newport, R. I., May 27 (By A. P.).— 
Capt. Charles Lindbergh’s New York- 
to-Paris flight was heralded today as 
evidence that the Navy has been awake. 
to the needs of aviation by Secretary 
Wilbur, of the Navy, in an address 
to 70 graduating officers of the Naval 
War College here. 

After expressing his admiration for 
Lindbergh, Mr. Wilbur declared that 
to the navigator the most striking fea- 
ture of the flight was the navigational 
skill involved. He continued: 

“Given a properly constructed plane, 
an adequaté supply of fuel, and a skill- 
ful aviator, success and safety. depends 
almost entirely upon the reliability of 
the engine. That the air-cooled engine 
used by Lindbergh was developed by 
the manufacturer with the financial 
and engineering cooperation of the 
Navy is sufficient evidence that the 
Navy has been striving for success in 
aviation and is ambitious to expand 
the capabilities of aircraft.”

More than 10,000 grinning faces in 
a haze of peanut shells, a myriad of 
knees and working powder puffs, thou- 
sands of children straining at their 
parental leashes, mothers with worry- 
lined features and with unspoken 
avowals of “never again” on their ips. 

This is the kaleidscopic picture. of 
the circus which the clown gets. This 
reporter knows, for he acted the part 
yesterday afternoon, a part that is dif- 
ficult on three drinks of red lemonade. 

There is a great oval of distorted 
features, round features, long, angular 
and heavy jowled features. Identities 
are lost in the maze of it all. It is as 
if some prehistoric animal had given 
its monstrous face over to a delighted 
grin. It’s the compensating feature 
of the clown’s life, those fellows who 
trudge around under a surprisingly 
heavy weight of make-up, who tumble 
from broken-down automobiles, 
are kicked around. 


Above all, the smile of Mrs. Calvia 
Coolidge will linger long in _ their 
minds, for “Clown Alley” yesterday 
voted her the best audience they had 
ever played to. There was excitement 
back in Clown Alley long before the 
show. 

It’s a tented dressing room, this alley 
so-called, with mirrors hung on 
poles, and with each man having 
a pail of water and a trunk for his 
wardrobe. It’s where the transforma- 
tion of a fine set of fellows into the 
grotesque figures of the arena takes 
place. 

The word had been passed around 
that the First Lady of the Land was 
to be present, and that John Ring- 
ling, the “big boss,” was to be present, 
too.

This reporter’s clowning was nothing 
like he had expected. He had planned 
to just mosey around and stop and 
talk to any of his friends that he 
might see. But the business of clown- 
ing is as highly organized as any other 
part of the show. The fellows have 
definite times to go on, definite places 
to go, definite things to do and defin- 
ite times to come off. 

And the reporter in his four appear- 
ances had ‘the uncomfortable feeling 
of being dressed up with nothing to 
do and fowHere to go. His first ap- 
pearance was to circle the tent behind 
Felix Adler, who has been clowning fon 
more than 20 years and who knows 
exactly what a clown should do. Most 
anybody, it would seem, could walk 
behind a clown, and this reporter prob- 
ably could have had it not been for 
the big. shoes—shoes that were the 
only comfortable ones he has ever had 
on his feet, but not shoes that were 
made for speed. They were shoes, in 
fact, that had a ‘habit of being in front 
of the reporter now and again several 
feet to the rear.

In fact, the 
reporter never heard so many children 
laughing in all his Hfe, and he had the 
feeling of being sunburned, as the flap- 
pers would say. 

There is something for the regular 
clowns to do in exigencies of this kind 
when one’s eye is closed and a world 
of people are shaking like gelatin—but 
the reporter’s only chance is a hole in 
the ground. The massive tent expands 
to an inescapable width, and instead of 
the five regulation rings there seems to 
be about 50 of them. 

Despite his experience at the hands 
of this team, the reporter tied up with 
them for two more performances, and 
then his contract was fulfilled. One 
was to be riding nicely in what has 
been known to pass as an automobile 
and have the thing break in two. Regu- 
lar clowns have a way of springing from 
the wreckage, but for the reporter it 
was a case of too much shoes, and he 
had a dickens of a time extricating 
himself. And again the crowd yelled 
like a@ bunch of crazy fools, as if that 
was what they had paid their money 
for.. Well, it wasn’t. 

“Our act is going over big,” enthused 
Adler. 

“Oh, yes, indeed,” the reporter 
glared. He was beginning to sour about 
this time. y 

But aside from being bounced 
around, kicked around and carrying 
heavy fixtures about as a part of the 
costume and keeping out of the way 
of scores of rip-snorting horses, clown- 
ing is not so bad. Some of the fellows, 
the “fat” man for instance, tote around 
about 50 pounds. You should see that 
thing that they step into to become 
fat. It looks like a life buoy. 

The reporter was not the only 
“home boy” in the cast, however. There 
was Billy Eberhardt, who followed in 
his uncle’s footsteps, old Buck Baker, 
who held to the sawdust ring for a 
long time.

LIQUOR FOUND ON PLACE

Cumberland, Md., May 27.—Mi8s 
Mabel Swan, 40, formerly of Baltimore, 
where she says she was graduated as 
a trained nurse at Mercy Hospital, is 
in jail at Oakland charged with kill- 
ing Daniel Mosser, 47, her landlord, 
who lived at Keyser, W. Va., yesterday. 
Miss Swan claims self-defense, declar- 


ing Mosser forced open the door of her 
home, near Swanton, Md., when he 
came to collect the rent. She appeared 
with a rifle when, according to her con- 
fession to Sheriff William D. Casteel, 
Mosser ran outside and hurled a brick 
at her. She said she then fired, the 
bullet passing through the man’s heart. 

Although he evidently fell dead, of- 
ficers say the body bore evidence of 
having been dragged some distance. 
Miss Swan said she only intended to 
hurt Mosser. 

Several weeks ago Mosser informed 
officers that Miss Swan was distilling 
moonshine on his farm. Last Monday 
raiders seized five gallons of liquor, 
two barrels of mash and a coil at the 
place. 

Seven years ago Mosser moved with 
his wife and four children to Keyser, 
to take employment with the Baltimore 
& Ohio. Later he rented his small 
farm to Miss Swan, who came to the 
mountains, she said, to regain her 
health» Her mother, who was with 
her-for a time, returned to Baltimore 
and the daughter had been living - 
alone. 

Miss Swan was noted for her eccen- 
tricities. Several years ago, while living 
near Oakland, she drove a coal wagon 
and did heavy hauling, such as carry- 
ing mine material. She was known to 
butcher a veal single-handed and had 
several horses and cows, but said she 
“would allow neither man nor hog on 
her place.” She wore men’s clothes 
and bore the nickname of “Breeches.” 
She claimed to be connected with the 
old Baltimore Swan family. 

When she first came to Garrett 
County she leased a tract from the 
Eastern Coal Mining Co., which was 
later bought by Ray Beckman. When 
Beckman sought possession, according 
| to officers, Miss Swan drove him away 
‘with a gun and he finally obtained 
| possession of the property through the 
courts.

NEW IBERIA IS INVADED 
BY SWEEPING TORRENT 


Des Glaises Water Has Ad- 


vanced More Than 100 Miles g 
Toward the Gulf. 


New Orleans, May 27 (By A. P.).— 

ew flood ravages appeared along both 
extremities of the Atchafalaya River 
today. ; 

Waters sweeping through a crevasse 
at McCrea drove hundreds from their 
homes as backwater welled up into the 


northern tip of Pointe Coupee Parish. |}. 


Along Bayou Teche, near the south- 
ern extremity of the same river, tor- 


rents from that stream were joining 


¢ 


backwaters. to flood the streets of New 
Iberla and threaten the town with iso- 
lation. While some residents made 
themselves ready to withstand the 
watery siege, other hundreds deserted 
their homes for refugee camps. 

The McCrea crevasse, on the cast 
side of the Atchafalaya River, is ap- 
proximately. 130. miles. northwest. of 
New Orleans and on the opposite side 
of the Mississippi River. The break in 
the levees there already has widened 
to 2,000 feet and more than 230 square 
miles of fertile cane lands haye been 
covered by the stream pouring into 
Pointe Coupee Parish. 


Moving Toward the Gulf. 


The flood moving into New Iberia is 
a part of the huge volume of water 
which already has covered Avoyelles, 
St. Landry, St. Martin and a good 
portion of Iberia parishes on its move 
toward the Gulf of Mexico down the 
west side of the Atchafklaya basin 
since the breaks along Bayou des 
Glaises, more than a hundred miles 
above New Iberia, released the inland 
lake, which covered thirteen north- 
eastern Louisiana parishes, 

A portion of the water swept over 
ridges along the western boundary of 
the Atchafalaya Basin to swell Bayou 
Teche to such proportions it left its 
banks. Backwaters from Grand Lake 
and other bodies of water in the vi- 
cinity of New Iberia moved forward to 
meet the Teche, and the town is being 
covered by waters moving in from two 
directions. 

Many of the inhabitants already had 
moved out of New Iberia into con- 
centration camps established nearby, 
but several hundred were taking 
up quarters in high school buildings, 
planning to remain near their homes 
until the waters recede. 


Food Supplies Provided. 


Arrangements already had been made 
to keep them supplied with food. 

In the upper East Atchafalaya Basin, 
in Pointe Noupee Parish, many persons, 
even with the waters around their door- 
ways and splashing beneath their 
homes, still cling to the belief that the 
flood would not invade the houses and 
declined to accept proffered transporta- 
tion to refugee camps. 

Others, retaining their confidence in 
levees, which had crumpled to admit 
the watery foe, fled to them for refuge, 
and fear was expressed for their safety. 
Rude, temporary residences were con- 
structed on the levees of timbers that 
had been used for revetment work dur- 
ing the fight to keep the flood out of 
Pointe Coupee Parish. 

Along a stretch of levee above the 
McCrea break, scores had erected tem- 
porary dwelling places. Above them the 
levees caved menacingly and the Atcha- 
falaya threatened to strike through the 
embankments to. leave them marooned 
on a narrow strip of levee with a fast 
current sawing at either end. 


Eager to Return Home. 


In refugee camps rumors that waters 
were receding made many of the flood 
victims impatient to return to their 
homes. : 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover sail 
another menace lay in the possibility 
that disease might break out among 
the thousands of Acadians in concen- 
tration camps throughout southern 
Louisiana. He ordered the encampments 
rearranged after the fashion of army 
cantonments and a reallocation of 
refugees to meet the danger. 

Water continued to fall in the Tensas 
Basin as it drained through the cre- 
vasses into the lower Atchafalaya basin. 
Railroad service was resumed from 
Monroe to Quebec, 80 miles from Tal- 
lulah, La., but there still was no service 
through the upper Tensas Basin to 
Vicksburg, Miss. 


32 Feet Above Gulf Level. 


As the flood drained from the upper 
Tensas, the waters rose in the lower 
Atchafalaya Barin. At St. Martinsville 
in was 6 feet deep along railroad em- 
bankments, and at Breaux Bridge it 
was 32 feet above the mean gulf level. 
Morgan City, at the mouth of the Atcha- 
falaya, was beginning to feel the flood 
and in some parts of the town boats 
were being operated. 

An indication that danger along the 
lower Mississippi was regarded as past 
came into the partial demobilization of 
the national guard. The levee patrol 
between Kenner and New Orleans 
ceased. Some of the companies were 
sent to refugee camps and others were 
demobilized. 

The weather burzau at New Orleans 
did not regard as menacing the new 
flood which has arisen in southern 
Illinois since the waters will reach the 
lower valley after its present high 
waters have receded. A flood so far up 
the river will have little effect on the 
Wain stream. 


Wilkins Hop-off Postponed, 

Pairbanks, Alaska, May 27 (By A. P.).

3 MARINES CREDITED 
WITH END OF WAR 


Penetrated Nicaraguan Lines 
‘to Gen. Moncada, Says 


Stimson in Letter. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


To three officers of the-Marine Corps 
belongs especial credit for ending the 
civil war in Nicaragua, although the 
Navy and Marine Corps forces in gen- 
-eral deserve high praise for their co- 
operation, in the opinion of Henry L. 
‘Stimson, who as personal representa- 
tive of President Coolidge in Nicaragua, 
succeeded in arranging a truce. The 
three Marines are Maj. Marion B. 
Humphrey, of Wyoming, and Lieuts. E. 
J. Moran and Julian N. Frisbie, both of 
Illinois. 

The work of these men “in penetrat- 
ing the lines of the insurgent army and 
persuading Gen. Moncada of that army 
to come with them to meet me in con- 
ference was performed under consider- 
able difficulties and against the oppo- 
sition of Gen. Moncada’s subordinates

‘tions that Florenz Ziegfeld, theatrical 
producer, has no tangible assets to meet 
his liabilities; that for two years he 
has permitted his notes to go to pro- 
test, and that ‘he lost $100,000 gambling 
in Florida last year were contained in 
the affidavit of Edward Royce, stage 
director, who has brought suit for 1 
per cent of the gross receipts’ of the 
production, “Rio Rita.” He deolares 
Ziegfeld owes. $200,000. The affidavit 
was read in Supreme Court here today. 

Royce, through his attorney, David 
Newburger, asked Justice Seeger for an 
order compelling Ziegfeld to deposit 1 
per cent of the-gross receipts of the 
production with a bank™or a recefver 
to be named by the court, pending de- 
cision in the suit.

Royce on the ground it contains “scur- 
rilous, scandalous, libelous and’ grossly 
untrue falsehoods.” He particularly 
denied the gambling charge. 

Decision on that motion was. reserved 
by Justice Seeger.

Realizes, He Says, Welcome 
Is Expression of Feeling 


Toward America. 


Paris, May 27 (By A. P.).—Formal 
thanks to the French people for the 
glorious welcome they have given him 
was contained in a little statement 
Capt. Charles Lindbergh gave out to- 


night for publication, particularly in 
the French newspapers. The statement 
was as follows: 

“I leave France with my ship, the 
Spirit of St. Louis, tomorrow. We 
came here knowing that we should find 
friends, but little dreaming how great 
would be the welcome that we. have 
received. I wish that it were possible 
to tell everyone that I shall never for- 
get the kindness that has been shown 
me, and I beg a favor of the French 
press to help me to express to the peo- 
ple of France my deepest gratitude, 

“All the kindness the French people 
have shown me and the many honors 
that they have bestowed are doubly 
dear to me as an aviator because France 
has been a leader in the development 
of aviation and has filled the pages of 
history with the names of her glorious 
heroes. . 

“Nungesser and Coli tried to créss 
the Atlantic from east to west, which, 
in my opinion, is the hardest way, and 
though they did not succeed, their 
hames are immortal. 

“I wish that I could stay longer in 
France, but in leaving I ask the press 
to give as my parting message that I 
shall never forget the friendship that 
has been shown me by the people of 
this glorious country, and that I realize 
that what has been done is not\for me 
alone, but as an expression of tke senti- 
ment which the French people have 
for the land of my birth. I shall tell 
my people when I get home what you 
have done for me.”

On March 6 he went up to fly as 
part of a formation in combat maneu- 
vers over the field.

This has spelled death to more than 
one aviator, but, by a miracle, both

certainly best described by quoting 
“Slim’s” own report to the “Cater- 
pillars,” All his brother fliers rec- 
ognize in it the cool, rapid-thinking 
brain of “Lucky Slim” Lindbergh.

This is “Slim’s” account of what oc- 
curred: 

“A nine-ship SE-5 formation, com- 
manded by Lieut. Blackburn, was at- 
tacking a De Haviland ‘4-B, flown by 
Lieut. Russell Maughan (dawn to dusk 
pilot), at about 5,000-foot altitude and 
several hundred feet above the clouds. 
I was flying on the left of the top 
unit, Lieut. McCallister on my right, 
and Cadet Love leading. When we 
nosed down on the DH, I attacked from 
the left and Lieut. McCallister from 
the right. After Cadet Love pulled up 
I continued to dive on the DH for a 
short time before pulling up to the 
left. I saw no other ship nearby. 


“I passed above the DH and a mom- 
ent later felt a slight jolt, followed by 
a erash. My head was.thrown forward 
against the cowling and my plane 
seemed to turn around and hang nearly 
motionless for an instant.. I closed 
the throttle and saw an SE-5 with 
Lieut. McCallister in the cockpit a few 
feet away on my left. He was appar- 
ently unhurt and getting ready to 
jump. 

“Our ships were locked together with 
the fuselage approximately parallel. 
My right wing was damaged and was 
folded back slightly, covering the for- 
ward right hand corner of the cockpit. 
Then the ships started to mill around 
and the wires began whistling. The 
right wing commenced vibrating and 
striking my head at the bottom of each 
oscillation. I removed the rubber band 
safetying the belt, unbuckled it, climb- 
ed out past the trailing edge of the 
damaged wing, and with my feet on the 
cowling on the right side of the cock- 
pit, which was then in a nearly verti- 
cal position, I jumped backward as far 
from the ship as possible. 

“I had no difficulty in locating the 
pull-ring and experienced no sensation 
of falling. The wreckage was falling 
nearly straight down and for some time 
I fell in line with its path. Fearing 
the wreckage might fall on me, I did 
not pull the rip-cord until I had 
dropped several hundred feet and into 
the, clouds. 

“During this time I had turned oane- 
half revolution and was falling flat 
and face downward. The parachute 
functioned perfectly; almost as soon-as 
I pulled the rip-cord and risers jerked 
on my shoulders, the leg straps tight- 
ened, my -head went down and the 
chute was fully opened. 

“I saw Lieut. McCallister floating 
above me and the wrecked ships pass 
about 100 yards to one side, continuing 
to spin to the right and leaving a trail 
of lighter fragments along their path. 
I. watched them until, still locked to- 
gether, they crashed in the mesquite 
about 2,000 feet below and burst into 
flames several seconds after impact. 

“Next I turned -my attention to lo- 
cating a landing place. I was over 
mesquite and drifting in the general: 
direction of a ploughed field, which I 
reached by slipping the chute. Shortly 
before striking the ground I was drift- 
ing backward, but was able to swing 
around in the harness just as I landed 
on the side of a ditch less than 100 
feet from the edge of the mesquite. 

“Although the impact of the landing 
was*too great for me to remain stand- 
ing, was not injured in any way. The 
parachute was still held open by the 
wind and did not collapse until 1 
pulled in one group of the shroud lines, 

“During my descent I lost my gog- 
gles, a vest pocket camera, which fitted 
tightly in my hip pocket, and the rip 
cord of the parachute.”

GOVERNMENT’S POLICY 
IS HELD VINDICATED 


Great Britain Now Will Follow 
Course Similar to That 
Pursued Hére. 


By ALBER. W. FOX. 

“President Coolidge does now expect 
America’s relations with Soviet Russia 
to be affected by the diplomatic break 
between the, British and Russian gov- 
ernments. The President, it was ex- 
plained, naturally takes the position 
that any formal comment by him on 
the break would be out of place. But 
an authoritative explanation of Amer- 
ica’s position was obtained at the 
White House yesterday afternoon. 

It was pointed out on behalf of the 
President that American citizens have 
all along been free to carry on trade 
with the Soviet government or with 


Russian nationals, provided they are 


willing to do so on their own respon- 
sibility. This means that Americans 
carrying on such trade could not ex- 
pect to enlist the services or support 
of their government in case of diffi- 
culties arising out of this trade. But 
the United States Government makes 

@ practice of refraining from interfer- 
Shoe in trade matters carried on by 
private citizens in times of peace, and, 
furthermore, there is no legal method 
whereby the government could exercise 
a censorship over private trade, even if 
it desired to do so. 


U. S. Has Not Recognized Soviet. 


As the United States Government has 
never recognized the Soviet government 
there are no political questions in- 
volved in the relationship between the 
two countries, and, therefore, it is 
pointed out, mo reason for any con- 
templated change in America’s politi- 
cal policy because of the British-Soviet 
severance of political relations. 

President Coolidge has heard nothing 
about any of the documents seized by 
the British in their London raid. The 
American Embassy in London trans- 
mitted to the State Department here 
some days ago the gist of the data 
gathered by Scotland Yard from Arcos, 
Limited, the Russian trade organization. 
These dispatches are said to have 
reached here in a somewhat garbled 
form. There was nothing, however, 
contained in the dispatches which Sec- 
retary Kellogg thought necessary to 
communicate to the President. 

Senator Borah, chairman of the Sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, who 
has been an advocate of recognition of 
Russia, declined yesterday to comment 
on the London developments. The un- 
derstanding is that Mr. B>rah wishes to 
await full details and to read the de- 
bates in the House of Commons on 
Thursday, before making any state- 
ment. 


U. S. Not Committed by Robinson 


The effect which the break will have 
on the Geneva economic conference is 
being considered here, although the 
United States Government will not es- 
tablish any political contacts with the 

ussians at Geneva despite the fact 
hat both countries have delegates 
there. In connection with recent re- 
ports from Geneva, via Moscow, that 
the Russian delegates were negotiating 
with Henry M. Robinson, of California, 
who is head of the American delegation 
and president of the Union Oil Asso- 
ciates and director of the Union Oil 
Co., Secretary. Kellogg made it clear 
that nothing done by Mr. Robin- 
son in connection with such negotia- 
tions could bind the United States. 

The fact that the Standard Oil Co. 
hag begun to obtain concessions from 
the Soviet government has admittedly 
precipitated a drive by interests affil- 
jated with this company to pave the 
way for recognition of Russia and some 
of the most powerful interests con- 
nected with Standard Oil have written 
to Senator Borah in support of the 
recognition plan. 

The United States government, how- 
ever, has given no indication of any 
prospective change of policy and the 
action of Great Britain in severing 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet is 
generally regarded in official circles as 
@ vindication of the American govern- 
ment’s policy. The British, under the 
plan now proposed, will continue to 
permit trade with Russia but will do 
away with political contacts, thereby 
making the British policy virtually con- 
form to the policy which has been 
adopted by the Government of the 
United States.

Paris, May 27 (By A. P.).—The French 
government served notice in the 
Chamber of Deputies today that it is 
prepared to oppose with all its powers 
commiunistic influences within France. 
Premier Poincare even said he was 
ready to make it a question of confi- 
dence, At the same time, both the 
premier and Foreign Mirister Briand 
indicated that there is no question at 
present of breaking with Soviet Russia, 
in sympathy with the action taken to- 

day by Great Britain. 

The chamber supported the govern- 
ment’s viewpoint, and the interpella- 
tion sought by Leon Blum, Socialist 
leader, regarding rélations with Mos- 
cow was postponed indefinitély. 

The statement of the government's 
stand was occasioned by a speech by 
Minister the Interior Sarraut in 
defense of his recent address warning 
the Reds that they had gone too far. 
M. Sarraut said today that he had 
plenty of proof that the Communists 
were trying to poison the army and 
navy, although he had nothing sensa- 
tional to reveal. 


War Plans Changed by Moscow. 


Moscow, May 27 (By A. P.).—The 
conviction obtaining in all Soviet polit- 
ical circles and widely disseminated 
through the press is that Great Britain 
is embarked upon a war of interven- 
tion, of which severance of relations 
with the Soviet Union is the first gun. 

The next step is expected to be, the 
papers say, an effort toward a financial 
and economic blockade. calculated to 
weaken the Soviet Union to such an 
extent that it can be attacked with im- 
punity. 

Izvestia, organ of the federal central 
executive committee of the Soviets, de- 
clares England’s hope of inciting other 
nations against Russia can only end 
in disaster for England and her allies, 
since the Soviet, during the three years 
n which the repressive program was 
being prepared, has gained a strength 
which today enables her to defy her 
enemies. 


“Provocative Ads” Alleged. 


Pravda, organ of the central execu- 
tive committee of the Comm inist party, 
terms sanction of the break of relations 
by the British House of Commons as 
“the last act in the series of provocative 
acts.” 

“At a time when the English masses 
are being surfeited with white papers 
and all sorts of criminal detective tales,” 
t adds, “England stands revealed as 
the most dangerous enemy of European 
peace.” 

Parliamentary approval of the Brit- 
ish cabinet’s decision to break rela- 
tions caused little surprise, the action 
being regarded as a foregone conclu- 

sion. 

Rabotshaya Moskva, organ of the 
Moscow Soviet and the Moscow com- 
mittee of the Communist party, says: 

“If until now England has shunned 
a conflict with her three enemies, the 
Soviet Union, the English workers and 
the oppressed classes of the Far East, 
the impression prevails now, with less- 
ened preparedness on the part of the 
English proletariat and the defection 
of Chiang Kai-Shek (from the Hankow 
Nationalists in China) that it is safe 
to proceed against the Soviets with as- 
surances of a protected flank and rear.” 

The Rabochy Gazette says “the fist of 
English conservatism. will be smashed 
against the Soviet rock.” 

Manager’ Polyakoff (George Piati- 
koff?), of the Amtorg, Soviet-American 
commercial organization, said today 
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there were listed-70 categories of com- 
modities sold through England 

America by the Soviet Union which in 
the future would probably be sold di- 


rect, to the benefit of both Russia and 


the United States 

Tokyo, May 27 (By A. P.),—Dis- 
patches from Harbin to the vernacu- 
lar newspapers say the Soviet military 
commissar has ordered the mobiliza- 
tion of troops along the Far Eastern 
frontiers, which. is interpreted in some 
Soviet quarters as a preliminary to 
Anglo-Soviet hostilities. 

The British consul at Harbin is 
quoted as saying the operation can 
mean little more than a threat, and 's 
not serious. 

Buenos Aires, May 27 (By A. P.).— 
The British raid on Soviet House in 
London and the seizure of various 
documents had a repercussion here to- 
day when police raided various ad- 
dresses mentioned in the “White Pa- 
per” made public yesterday by Premier 
Baldwin as having been found among 
the Soviet documents. 

A quantity of letters and newspapers 


in French and Russian were seized and 


several persons to whom communist 
propaganda was addressed were ar- 
rested. It is believed that nothing seri- 
ous was found by the police and it is 
expected that those detained will be 
freed after an examination. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The break in relations between Great 
Britain and Russia is not expected by 
President Coolidge to have any effect 
on trade relations between the United 
States and Russia. 

While the President is making no 
comment on Great Britain’s action, in 
deference to diplomatic practices, at- 
tention was called yesterday at the 
White -House that.the American gov- 
ernment has not récognized Russia.

CANTIGNY. 


Will the American soldier fight? The last 
time this question was asked was May 27, 
1918. It was answered at Cantigny on May 
28, 1918. 

The men of the First Division arriving in 
France were received largely as visitors— 
28,000 Americans in town. They arrived with- 
out cannon, could not speak French, did not 
understand the metric system, and spent much 
The peasants called 
our men “pork” soldiers, and said they did 
nothing but eat. 

The Americans spent much of the fall and 
winter of 1917 hiking in the fog, rain, slush, 
mud and slime of the Gondrecourt area, trying 
to learn something about the new style of fight- 
ing. They closed the year by, dressing up a 
number of Christmas trees, which pleased the 
peasants and disgusted the French veterans. 

The Americans were all the time talking 
about ‘‘open warfare’? and what they did on 
The French asked: “How 
in the name of all the saints are you going to 
have open warfare when the Germans are be- 
hind steel and concrete? How are you going 
to get them in the open?” 

In the meantime other divisions were arriv- 
ing in training areas—the Yankee, the Rain- 
bow, the Second. The Americans were given 
places in quiet sectors. Every American unit 
had a British or French military nurse. With 
the tenderest solicitude, the Americans were 
told not to do this and that; always closing 
with the injunction: ‘‘Be careful, do not dis- 
turb the Germans! You must not start some- 
thing you can not stop.” — 

There was a little town named Cantigny at 
the apex of the salient made by the Germans 
in their March drive. It was on high ground 
and afforded an excellent observation station 
for the Germans. The First Division received 
orders to take Cantigny. It was common talk 
that the Americans were to make or break on 
this one offensive. 

The allied situation was critical. The Ger- 
mans were sweeping everything before them, 
Haig said he was fighting with his back to the 
wall. The French had had entire divisions 
almost annihilated. They wanted soldiers, not 
tourists. 

Gen. Bullard was in command of the First 
Division. Gen. Ely took the troops selected for 
the assault some twenty miles to the rear. On 
a piece of ground similar to the terrain of 
Cantigny he planned the work of every man. 

Nine years ago today, May 28, 1918, the 
question was answered. Cantigny was taken. 
It was held against six counter-attacks. The 
world knew the answer: “The American sol- 
dier will fight!” 

Had Cantigny not been taken and held by 
the Americans, America’s part in the war would 
have been in the service of supply, building 
roads or unloading ships. This victory gave 
morale to the British and the French. 

On the honorable shield of the First Divi- 
sion are inscribed the names of Sommerviller, 
Ansouville, Cantigny, Montdidier, Noyon, Sois- 
sons, Aisne, Marne, Saizerais, San Mihiel, 
Meuse, Argonne, Sedan and the march across 
the Rhine. 


FOR MORE EFFECTIVE LAW, 


The Church Temperance Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church has voted to work 
for “‘the speedy adoption of regulatory meas- 
ures to replace the impracticable and harmful 
laws now in force.”’ 

In the few days immediately preceding this 
action the American Medical Association de- 
manded that restrictions upon the use of al- 
cohol for medicinal purposes be removed, mem- 
bers of the Women’s Republican Club, of New 
York, declared themselves for modification of 
the Volstead act, and the Bar Association of 
Philadelphia protested, in the name of law 
and order, against the prohibition law. 

These organizations are representative of 
many shades of opinion. It can not be said 
that they are unmindful of the morals, health 
and welfare of the land, nor can their opinions 
be dismissed by impugning the motives that 
prompted such action. 7 

Such straws should at the very least con- 
vince Congress that there are two sides to the 
question of prohibition, and that the sentiment 
‘of the country can not be expressed by abso- 
lute surrender to those who hold to one view 


but refuse to acknowledge the presence of 
any other. 


COST OF SICKNESS. 


Dr. John H. Graves, speaking as an official 
of the League for Conservation of Public 
Health, has told a convention of hospital 
directors that 8,000,000 individuals are seri- 
ously ill in the United States every day of the 
year. To care for those who need or desire 
hospitalization there are more than 7,000 
institutions with a capacity of more than 
860,000 beds. 

It is startling to realize that of every 100 
individuals in the United States’ at least 6 of 
them are seriously ill every day of the year. 
The expense of sickness in doctors’ bills, medi- 
cal supplies, lost earning power and efficiency 
‘makes a heavy total. .Dr. Graves estimates 
that American industry loses not much less 
than $2,000,000,000 annually because of the 
yabsence of workmen due to preventable 
diseases. Add to this the loss falling upon the 
sick themselves and the resultant sum is 
staggering. | |

vidual and community health is well spent. 
Not only does it effect a saving to industry,

DR. MASARYK: REELECTED. 


Dr. Thomas G. Masaryk has been reelected 
President of the Czechoslovak Republic. The 
constitution provides that the president shall 
be elected by the two houses of parliament, 
that he shall hold office for seven years and 
shall be ineligible for reelection; but this 
rule of ineligibility shall not apply to the first 
president. 


_After years of effort in behalf of the auton- |} 


omy and independence of his people, first in 
the imperial parliament and then during. the 


war, Dr, Masaryk’s labors were crowded with: 


success in 1918. While he was here in Wash- 
ington he issued the declaration of indepen- 


dence, and in 1920 he began his first term. 


as president. He was reelected yesterday, the 
vote standing 274 for Masaryk to 54 for the 
communist candidate, and 104 German Na- 
tionalists refraining from voting. 

Although well along in years, Dr. Masaryk 
is blessed with good health, and the vigor of his 
intellect is unimpaired. Czechoslovakia has 
had the good fortune to be under his guiding 
hand during its formative years. Like George 


Washington, Dr. Masaryk’ has been not only. 


the chief figure in founding a republic, but 
he has been its guardian during its infancy. 
The wisdom of his administration and the 
extraordinary influence wielded by him have 
been of priceless benefit to his country. It is 


now well established, with its foreign relations 


on @ Satisfactory basis and its domestic pros- 
perity assured. ‘The people are both ingenious 
and industrious, and now that they have lib- 
erty and self-government they are in a happy 
condition indeed. The reelection of Dr, Masa- 
ryk, so long as he shall live and be willing to 
serve, is taken for granted. 


MUSSOLINI’S ADDRESS. 


Mussolini’s address before the Chamber of 


Deputies, in which he outlined the goal toward 


which the revolutionary transformation of the 
last five years has been directed, occasioned 
no surprise. He said little that has not been 
indicated by past évents, and added nothing 
to the world’s impression of the aims of fas- 
cism. Threé tasks, he said, lie immediately 
ahead—continuance of the struggle for eco- 
nomic financial rehabilitation, reform of the 
constitutional machinery and development of 
the military forces. | 

The fact that fascism will continue to strug- 
gle toward Italy’s economic financial rehabili- 
tation is laudable, although its methods are 
open to criticism. It will be remembered that 
on April 21 the so-called ‘‘charter, of labor’’ 
was approved by the grand council, a docu- 
ment which in effect placed all the forces of 
production under control of the state. Almost 
immediately Mussolini announced. a 10 per 
cent reduction in wages, although already they 


were 13 per cent below the prewar level, and. 


decreed also that employers were to effect a 
similar saving in production costs, and re- 
tailers a corresponding reduction in prices. 
It is not yet apparent whether the decree has 
caused a lowering of living costs or not; it 
has, however, earned the condemnation of the 
American Federation of Labor as ‘a blow to 
human freedom completely destroying the 
principles and processes of collective bargain- 
ing.”’ 

The reform of the constitutional machinery 
also is not new. Mussolini has not kept secret 
his attempts to build up a directing class, nor 
has universal democratic suffrage been ‘more 
than a joke since the advent of fascism. That 


the Italian people may never, so long as fas- - 


cism sits on the throne, expect to exercise the 
privilege of the ballot, is scarcely a compli- 
ment to their ability to govern themselves. 
What does Mussolini mean when he warns 
that before 1950 the population must be in- 
creased to 60,000,000? Not many months ago 
he announced that Italy was; straining at her 


boundaries—that to continue her existence 


it would be necessary to look for additional 
colonies.. Already her population is.too large 
for her resources, yet Mussolini would in- 
The answer is not 
difficult to find. In his next breath the duce 
calls for a strong navy, a huge air force and 
an army of 5,000,000 men. Surplus popula- 
tion, as cannon fodder, is necessary for the 
prosecution of war. : 
Mussolini’s speech before the chamber is 
far from peaceful. It will be antagonistically 
received by France, and to a lesser degree by 
allof Europe. Fascism as interpreted by Mus- 
solini is a threat, and it is not reasonable to 
suppose that other nations will sit idly by 
watching Italy prepare for aggression.

THE ILLITERACY BLOT. 


In. spite of a system of free. educa- 
tion second to that afforded by no 


other country in the world, there is still 
an appalling amount of illiteracy in 
the United States, comments the Wil- 


mington Every Evening. The fact was 
first revealed in a graphic manner by 


disclosures of illiteracy. among men of 
draft age {n the world war. 

Statistics prove that there are 5. 000, - 
000 illiterates in the United States, of 
which 1,763,000 are foreign born. The 


illiterates in the country ‘are said to. be 


greater in number than the combined 
populations of .Delaware, Idaho, Wyo- 
ming, Utah, Nevada, Montana, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Oregon, North Dakota and: 
South Dakota. 

According to the National Parent- 
Teacher Association, the United. States 
Stands tenth from the top in the per- 
centage of illiteracy. Statistics like 
these can hardly be viewed with pride 
by American ‘citizens. 

When pioneers 
country illiteracy was not such a great 
handicap. If the frontiersman had a 
strong back and a brav@ heart he might 
get along without an preciation of 
the beauties of the Ilidd or even . of 
simple arithmetic. Under modern civ- 
ilization the economic condition of the 
illiterate person is almost certain to be 
very miserable, and it is from this class 
that habitual criminals are most fre- 
quently recruited. The display that is 
made of the fact that an educated man 
or woman commits a sensational crime 
is a tribute to the comparative rarity 
of the occurrence. 

A drive is now under way sponsored 
by leading educators and educational 
organizations to stamp out illiteracy in 
the United States by 1930. Whether 
illiteracy can be eradicated in so short 
a time may be questioned, but the 
movement is deserving of all possible 
public support. 


THE VARIABLE SECOND. 

Establishment of a hew unit of time 
to take the place of the prosaic second, 
which, Le says, n.ay vary over t,000,000 
years—no .matter .how stable it may 
seem to a layman—was announced as a 
possibility .ecently by Prof A. A. 
Michaelson, head of the school of phys- 
ic at the University of Chicago, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Examiner. 

A second, explained’ the professor, is 
to the average person just the 60th part 
of a minute, the 3600th part of an hour, 
etc., but to him it is as potentially 
variable as an April breeze. 

This is due, he explained, to the fact 
that it is fundamentally based on the 
speed of the earth’: revolutions around 
tre sun, bur—tipsy world—it may get 
Ouse of its orbit, and bing. the second 
changes. 

What to do?—and the professor 
launched into an explanatinn of his re- 
cent experiments at Mount Wilson. 

He has been attempting co measure, 
he said, the exact speed of light and to 
determine if that speed varies. In the 
event that it is constant, it explodes 
the Einstein theory of relativity—but he 
didn’t go into that. 

Fy a series of révolving mirrors 
placed on mountain peaks 22 miles 
away, he went on, he has been able to 
determine that the approximate speed 
of light is 186,284 miles a second. 

The mirrors, making 530 revolutions 
a second, were piaced on Mount Wilson 
and on Mount San Antonio» The light 
was flashed from a Sperry arc, which, 
he said, is as “ escent as the sun.”

FIRST UNIT: OF GROUP 
TO BE 10 STORIES HIGH 


Georgian Architecture 
Structure Shows Influence of 
Italian Renaissance. 


With the excavating completed, con- 
struction of the first unit of a group 
of buildings to house the increasing ac- 
tivities of the Acacia Mutual Life As- 
sociation, was started yesterday at the 
northwest corner of First street and 
Ihdiana avenue. This project, when 


completed about a year from now, will 
represent an investment of $1,500,000, 
it was estimated. 

This first unit, will consist of a ten- 
story, V-shaped building, cut off at the 
apex, 110 feet high, extending approxi- 
mately 150 feet from Indiana avenue 
and First street, west. The exterior fa- 
cades will be all limestone above a low 
granite base at the sidewalk level. The 
design is a development of Georgian 
architecture, showing the influence of 
the Italian Renaissance, and will be in 
keeping with the future monument 
building to be built on the block to 
the east of the present site. The first 


‘three stories above the street form a 


rusticated base course, which Carry @ 
row of Corinthian pilasters above, 
which will extend five stories. The 
whole facade will be finished by a mas- 
sive stone cornice and parapet in which 
will be contained the ninth and tenth 
stories. 

At the intersection of the streets the 
apex of the building has been cut off at 
an angle, forming an elevation approxi- 
mately 32 feet wide, with an entrance 
on the street floor to a store accessible 
from main corridors of the building. 

A feature of the building is that it 
has been designed with minimum ex- 
pense, so it can be converted into an 
apartment house with stores on the 
street floor, and the building expanded 
to cover the entire street front on both 
thoroughfares. The entire plot runs 
206 feet on Indiana avenue, 306 feet 


on First street and 140 feet on D street. 


Two Entrances Planned. 


Two entrances, one on Indiana ave- 
nue and the other on First street, will 


| lead to a handsome foyer with inlaid 


marble floor and walls of genuine Ital- 
|ian travertine, plaster cornice and or- 
namental ceiling. Four elevators, three 
passenger and the other for combina- 
tion freight and passenger service, will 
insure efficient transportation.

Corned beef, homely as it sounds, is 
of the nonheating meats and one 


because of the odor attendant upon its 
cooking. We do not. cook cabbage with 
our corned beef, unless we reaily wish 
to have it in the old-fashioned way, 
and we treat corned beef as though 
it were any of the other cuts of meat 
that are used for slow cooking and 
subsequent cold cuts. 

For this cut of meat nothing is better 
than a fireless cooker if we possess one, 
and on Saturday we may place our meat 
in the cell with a generous supply of 
vegetables to give it flavor while cook- 
ing, and either serve it warm the night 
it is cooked, with mustard sauce and 
an accompanying dish of cabbage 
cooked in our own way of cabbage 
delicious, or we may just set the piece 
of beef aside to cool and then use it 
as a cold meat for Sunday night supper, 
or for lunch or for sandwiches when 
the spirit moves us to a bite between 
meals, (These sandwiches are excellent 
for picnic use.) We frequently buy a 
ham to “have something in the house 
to use for cold meat.” We are delighted 
te have cold roast beef left over that 
we may have something cold and easy 
to serve. Why not corned beef, which 
is inexpensive, easy to prepare and good 
to eat, in spite of the somewhat black 
eye of its reputation. 

Here, then, having explained our plat- 
form, is a menw that calls for cooking 
a piece of brisket of corned beef. If 
we like we may substitute for this meat 
Toast lamb or beef or a baked chickeh 
pie. We spall have with our corned 
beef a side dish of cabbage delicious, 
which, we all recall, is cabbage chopped 
very finely and cooked in boiling salted 
water to which a pinch of soda has been 
added for just eight minutes. Not any 
jonger than eight minutes, remember.

ing corned beef, Iam sure. We merely 
cut up onions, carrots, turnip and 
celery with the beef, and cook the whole 
at a low temperature until the meat 
is thoroughly tender. We may either 
throw away the vegetables, which have 
been cooked to a pulp without #-doubt, 
or serve them if there is anything left 
to serve. We cover the meat with water 
for cooking, of course—and with cold 
water—not hot. A piece of corned beef 
that has been cooked five hours is not 
overcooked; that is, unless it is a very 
small piece of meat. We shall require 
the recipe for strawberry fluff, and then

The bidding should be: South one No 
Trump, which would obtain the con- 
tract. The play to the first trick should 
be: West, Six of Clubs; North 
(Dummy), Four of Clubs; East, Jack of 
Clubs; South (Closed Hand), Ace of 
Clubs. 


The point to be noted is the play of 
the Ace of Clubs when the Queen could 
win the trick and leave Declarer with 
the Ace. The reason for this unusual 
play is that-Declarer can see that his 
sure tricks are two Clubs, four Hearts 
and one Diamond; but to go game, a 
Diamond finesse must be tried. Should 
he win the first trick with the Queen 
of Clubs; put Dummy in with a Heart 
and try a Diamond finesse, it is very 
possible that West would win the trick 
and lead a Spade instead of continuing 
with Clubs.

Low priced rails, including Chicago 
and Alton and Iowa Central, had their 
customary brief spurts on rumors of 
receivership termination,” which were 
later denied. New highs for the year or 
for all time, were established by New 
York Central, Western Maryland, Ban- 
gor and Aroostock,Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, Chicago Great Western pre- 
ferred, Rock Island, Erie; Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas common and preferred, 
Pennsylvania, Southern Railway, St.

CHICAGO GRAIN. 


Chicago, May 27 (By A. P.).—Excited 
buying today brought about a_ wild 
general advance in all grain and pro- 
visions. Radicglly adverse conditions 
for wheat and corn cro combined 
with talk of war ssibllities between 
Great Britain and Russia hoisted wheat 
nearly 6c a bushel in some cases and 
corn more than 5c. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
greatly unsettled, 45,c to’. 54%c net 
higher, Corn finished 45¢c to Sigc up, 
rye at 3c to 35gc gain, ‘oats showing 
15%4c to 2%c advance, and provisions 
a rise of 17c to 565c. 

All opposition to advances in price 
was swept aside in the frantic buying 
movement, which especially near .the 
end of the day took possession of the 
speculative pits. Notwithstanding that 
profit-taking sales attained enormous 
proportions, wheat amd corn alike 
showed only fractional setbacks from 
the day’s top figures and from new 
high-price records for the season. Late 
factors which capped the climax in- 
cluded an estimate from a leading crop 
expert that Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas were likely to harvest not to 
exceed 160,000,000 -bushels of wheat 
this season, compared with a govern- 
ment forecast org q. —— 222.000.- 
000 bushels, and against 257,000,000- 
bushel yield in 1926.° 

Predictions of general rain in the 
corn belt, adding to widespread dis- 
astrous delay of corn planting, acted 
also as a big buying incentive at the last, 
both for corn and wheat. Earlier wheat 
had been influenced in particular by 
an unexpected sharp advance of Liver- 
pool quotations, which in some quarters 
was attributed to the British Commons’ 
vote to break with Russia. Subsequent 
official announcement that the sever- 
ance of British diplomatic relations 
with Russia did not imply war failed 
to prove an offset so far as grain or 
provision values were concerned.

NORTHWEST CIRCLE 


NAMED FOR TENLEY 


Pioneer Is Honored to Solve 
Problem Long. a Puzzle 
to Commissioners. 


The naming of the circle at Wiscon- 
sin and Nebraska avenues northwest, 
that has puzzled the commissioners for 
@ year, was solved yesterday by selection 
of the name Tenley Circle, after John 
Tenley, who came from Charles County, 
Md., in 1796, and built the first house 
in what later was to be known as Ten- 
leytown. This mame was suggested by 
Mrs. J. Jerome Lightfoot, after.a sug- 
gestion by M. C. Hazen, county sur- 
veyor, that it be named after the late 
President Woodrow Wilson, was re- 
jected. 

Hazen recommended the name Wilson 
Circle March 23, 1926, but Maj. R. A. 
Wheeler, then assistant. to the Engineer 
Commissioner, suggested that the circle 
was not of sufficient importance to 
name after so prominent a personage. 
The matter went over for several 
months. and April 30, this year, Hazen 
addressed a letter to the commissioners 
which expressed the belief that Maj. 
Wheeler’s objection was sound and 
continued: | 

“The circle is not important, but 
should be named for the benefit of the 

roperty fronting it. :The regulations 
provide that circles and public squares 
will be named after distinguished 
Americans who have been prominent in 
the service of their country. It is sug- 
gested that Jefferson Circle or Lee Cir- 
cle be used in naming the circle.” How- 
ever, the problem of whether Jefferson 
or Lee could more properly be used as 
names. fora circle held to be not suffi- 
ciently important to be named Wilson, 
was avoided by adopting Mrs. Light- 
foot’s suggestion, which had been made 
in the meantime.

Summer Planting 
In Parks Near End 


In ten days employes of the office of 
public buildings and public grounds 
will finish their program of park flower- 
bed planting started three weeks ago, 
which included setting out of 700,000 
plants in.300 beds, from Georgetown 
to Anacostia and Georgia avenue to the 
Potomac River.

Sale yesterday of the Yellow Taxicab 
Co., to the four members of the Brown 
family, owning controlling stock in the 
Black & White Taxicab Co., places the 
two largest taxicab corporations in the 
city under the same general. control, 
making reciprocal the . privileges pre- 
viously vested in the individual con- 


cerns. 

It became known last night that the 
transfer did not constitute purchase 
by the Black & White Co., itself, but 
was a private transaction negotiated by 
Joseph A. Brown, William J. Brown, 
Philip D. Brown, and their father, Wil- 
liam A. Brown, owners of controlling 
stock in the Black & White Co. 

Organized in 1921 under District 
laws, the Black & White “Co. has 350 
taxicabs in operation, owns a garage at 
1224 Twenty-fourth street northwest, 
and operates sightseeing buses. © Its 
capitalization is $250,000. The Yellow 
Taxicab Co. was organized 10 yéars ago 
under the laws of Delaware. As a result 
of the transaction, the exclusive Black
